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Fifteen Years of Interscholastic 
Football at CSDR

In this article sports refer to inter- 
scholastic games which started at C,SDR 
15 years ago as opposed to regular Phy- 
sical Education classes which have been a 
part of the school curriculum since its 
inception in 1953. 

Sports, constitute an extracurricular 
activity which offer many unique oppor- 
tunities and experiences for our deaf boys 
and girls. Foremost among these is the 
chance for our students to compete on an 
equal footing with hearing boys and girls, 
The fact that our teams do well give 
our boys and girls confidence to face the 
realities and competition of the hearing 
world. Sports develop qualities of leader- 
ship, sportsmanship, cooperation, team- 
work and self-discipline, all of which are 
assets in the daily struggle for success in 
our world of today. Hopefully, along with 
the physical development and training, 
sports offer mental stimulation in analyz- 
ing the plays, understanding the rules and 
outsmarting the opponents. Some sports 
are largely individual effort and require 
long hours of training and practice. Self- 
discipline, pride in accomplishment and the 
desire to succeed are some of the attitudes 
that we hope to foster in these individual 
sports. In team sports additional good 
habits and attitudes are developed by the 
need for getting along with others, working 
together and above all the knowledge that 
others are dependent on you for success or 
failure. 

We hope that through our sports pro- 
gram we are making men out of boys 
and women out of girls and that these 
men and women will be a credit to their 
home, school, community, and country. 

The school year 1970-71 marks the 
15th year of interscholastic sports at 
CSDR. In each issue of the Palms this 
year we would like to trace the develop- 
ment of each sport from our first year to 
the present. 


In 1956-57 CSDR joined the California 
Inter scholastic Federation and became a 
member of the Arrowhead League with 
planned participation in football, basketball 
and baseball. 

The first season was a very limited 
one in which three games were scheduled. 
The record shows that Twin Pines beat 
CSDR in our first game 52-0, another 
loss was to Boys’ Republic 20-7. Rim of 
the World also a newcomer to the league 
had to forfeit to us so another game was 
scheduled against Poly High School’s “B” 
team which was won by CSDR 18-0. In 
1957-58 the Cubs lost all six scheduled 
games, two by forfeit due to an epidemic 
of Asian flu on our campus. In 1958-59 
CSDR won their first varsity league game 
beating Elsinore N & M 19-6. The year’s 
record was one win and four losses. In 
1961-62 our coaching staff was expanded 
and Pete Lanzi took over head football 
coaching duties from Bill Thornton who 
had been football and track coajch up to 
that time. In 1964-65 the Cubs had their 
first winning season against league oppo- 
nents winning four and losing two al- 
though they were four and four overall for 
the season. 

The 1965 team had the best record 
of any CSDR football team with a 
season record of seven wins and two losses. 
This team was chosen as the number one 
deaf team in the nation. Unfortunately 
the two losses were league games and we 
did not qualify foi the CIF play offs. 
CSDR’s Jerry Moore won considerable 
recognition as the league’s most valuable 
player and was selected for the all CIF and 
All Deaf American teams. He was also 
chosen as the most outstanding player in 
Riverside County. 

1966 was a let down after several 
good seasons and CSDR had a re,cord of 
only two wins and six losses, beating only 
Boys’ Republic in league play.

This year, as in the past, school opened 
without any (confusion. Anyone visiting our 
campus that first day would have assumed 
that we had not closed for the summer. 
I was very pleased with the appearance 
of everyone. Actually I didn’t know what 
to expect considering the way everyone 
was letting his hair grow before school 
closed. 

This was a big summer for many of the 
staff who traveled to Sweden and Europe 
during their vacation. Sweden was host to 
the International Congress and over 300 
persons attended the meetings from the 
United States. At one point I planned to 
attend but decided against it after inves- 
tigating the cost. It seems the longer 
you planned to stay the cheaper the fare. 
I had only 10 days. I did, however, spend 
a week camping in the high mountains 
near Mt. Whitney. My son and I packed 
in by horse and fished the Rock Creek 
Lakes for golden trout. We caught our 
limit every day we were there. 

Our staff has grown this year. CSDR 
now has over 100 teachers. The Multihan- 
df capped Unit alone has eight new teach- 
ers, and Mr. Lennan, who supervises that 
department, has been promoted to Assist- 
ant Superintendent, Multi Handicapped 
Unit. 

Dr. Brill, in his comments to the staff 
on opening day, remarked that he has been 
superintendent of this school for 20 years 
and that the school has had pupils en- 
rolled for .over 17 years. He .asked if that 
meant we were still a new school. Some of 
the former students who graduated from 
CSDR are now on our staff as teachers 


and counselors. That doesn’t put us in the 
same age bracket as our sister school in 
Berkeley, but I do think we can drop the 
expression “new school”. 

In closing, two bits of information you 
parents might like to know. First, we have 
in our total enrollment, which includes the 
Multihandicapped Unit, 615 children. Sec- 
ond, eight of the fourteen who were ac- 
cepted at Gallaudet this fall will enter 
the freshman class without having to take 
the preparatory first year program.

With changes in 'the league .and an an- 
nual homecoming game CSDR gained sta- 
ture as a football power by posting win- 
ning seasons for the last three years, beat- 
ing new teams in the league and renewing 
old rivalries. 

In 1967 CSDR defeated Norco and 
Ontario and upset a favored Notre Dame 
team 25-0. In ’63, playing the Indians 
from Sherman for the first time, the Cubs 
scored a 37-21 victory while posting a sea- 
son’s total of five wins and four defeats. 

In spite of success in our league C.SDR 
had never beaten two of the league teams. 
Aquinas and Webb. In 1969 in an exciting 
homecoming game CSDR for the first time 
downed powerful Aquinas 28-22. 

Nineteen hundred seventy marks our 
15th year in the league. We have again 
had changes with new teams coming 
into the league and old friendly rivals 
leaving the league. We hope to improve on 
our overall record in league play of 32 
wins, 43 losses and one tie. Since CSDR 
has never lost a homecoming game we hope 
to set a new school record by beating 
Webb this year in our homecoming game. 

This year, for the first time, our girls 
are in the Girls’ Extracurricular Sports 
Program for the Riverside Schools. They 
will be participating in play in basketball, 
track, and volleyball.

Everyone who lives makes an impact on 
others. The personal influence for good of 
some people is much greater than others, 
probably because of the genuine personal 
interest they taxe in the well-being of 
others. Mrs. Essie McGarry was one of 
these people who was vitally concerned 
with the best interests and welfare of deaf 
children. She was an excellent teacher who 
loved her pupils and loved her teaching. 
Her death on July 31 was a great loss to 
all of us. 

Mrs. McGarry had been a teacher in 
this school from September 1953 until the 
fall of 1968. During her teaching career 
she taught in several departments and 
taught children of varying ages, from 
preschool children, whom she worked with 
one summer at the John Tracy Clinic, to 
high school students. She was an excellent 
teacher regardless of the age of the chil- 
dren, but she probably enjoyed working 
more with the older children of junior 
high school level, and she was intensely 
interested in trying to improve their read- 
ing ability because she recognized this as 
one of the greatest needs of deaf children. 
As a result she taught reading well and 
her pupils were always interested in her 
classes. 

From its first issue, Mrs. McGarry was 
the editor of The California Palms. Because 
of her high standards this school paper has 
been recognized for its excellence through- 
out the profession of teaching the deaf. 

Probably more pupils who were currently 
enrolled in this school or who had formerly 
been enrolled visited the McGarry home 
than perhaps the home of any other mem- 
ber of our faculty. The reason they did this 
was because they knew that they would be 
accepted and welcomed there. They knew 
that both Mr. and Mrs. McGarry would 
listen to their problems and would give 
them good advice if it were indicated. 

The Esther MjcGarry Reading Award 
Fund has been established in Mrs. Mc- 
Garry’s name in order to help motivate 
deaf pupils in this school to improve in 
reading. This is a most appropriate memo- 
rial in rememberance of our friend, Mrs. 
Essie McGarry.

A Big Surprise

a recipe contest and her Meat Ball Soup 
won a first prize. She was very surprised 
when she found that she had won $1,000. 
The soup was first made in an Oriental 
cooking pot sent to her by a friend when 
he was in Vietnam. The pot looks like an 
angel food cake pan with a lid. Charcoal 
is placed in the center to keep the food 
warm. 

The contest was held by the Regina 
Winery in Etiwanda. Over 6,000 people 
sent in recipes. Judges read through 
them and selected 60 to cook and 
taste. Then they picked the 15 best recipes 
and cooked them again for the men at the 
winery and they selected the final winners. 
On July 30 a luncheon was held in Eti- 
wanda. The Burgundy Meat Ball Soup was 
served as part of the luncheon. After lunch 
Mr. John Ellena gave Miss Meek a check 
for $1,000. She was very happy. 


Maybe you would like to try cooking the 
soup at home sometime. It tastes good on 
a cold day. Here is the recipe. 

BURGUNDY MEAT BALL SOUP 
% lb. ground beef 
V 2 lb. sausage 
1 egg 

y 2 teaspoon oregano 
% cup bread crumbs 
V 2 teaspoon salt 
6 cups beef stock 

1 cup REGINA COOKING BURGUNDY 

1 cup tomato puree 
V 2 cup chopped celery 
V 2 cup chopped onion 

2 teaspoons chili powder 

Combine the meats, egg, oregano, bread 
crumbs, and salt and shape into walnut 
sized meat balls. Combine the remaining 
ingredients and bring to a boil. Add the 
meat balls and simmer for 45 minutes. 
Garnish with fresh chopped parsley. (To 
make beef stock dissolve 6 beef bouillion 
cubes in 6 cups of water.)

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Multi-Handicapped Unit 


During the last session of the state leg- 
islature, funds were appropriated to provide 
for tan increase in the size of the Multi- 
handicapped Unit from thirty to sixty 
children.

It is hoped that capital outlay funds nec- 
essary for construction will be appropriated 
during the next legislative session.
